In Florida. Rollins College is 
engaged in a harsh and bitter 
civil strife growing out of severe 
economy measures, and in Geor- 
gia, Piedmont College is troubled 
because it has accepted a total of 
$6,000, in payments of $500 
monthly, from the Texas Edu- 
cational Association, a replace- 
ment of the Armstrong Founda- 
tion, which is the creature of 
George W. Armstrong, violent 
foliower and associate of Gerald 
L. K. Smith and others of that 
type, and exposed by the Dies 
committee in 1939 as. anti- 
Semitic. The Piedmont problem 
is therefore of national im- 
portance and significance. 


It was Jefferson Military Col- 
lege which, in 1949, refused $50 - 
000,000 from: the Armstrong 
Foundation. It had previously ac- 
‘cepted $6,000, “without strings.” 
It then was confronted with the 
offer of millions if it would teach 
what Armstrong directed, and 
would allow him to name trus- 
tees. Though near bankruptcy 
the small school refused. The 
Texas Association was then 
formed, apparently to disassoci- 
ate it from the national pub- 
licity directed to the Armstrong 
Foundation. 


Since many of the nation’s 
small colleges are in financial 
straits, and since the Texas Edu- 
cational Foundation, with so in- 
nocent a name, apparently is 
casting about for schools to 
“help,” discussion of it is in 
order.

Apparently, because of this 
failure, the plan now is to get 
a foot in the educational door. 

Director of the Texas Founda- 
tion is Gen. Van Horn Moseley, 
another friend of Gerald L. K.

This is a national problem— 
and a red danger light for 
American education in general.

The 
small colleges with integrity have 
lived alwavs in the shadow of 
hardship and need, but none yet 
has sold its educational soul. We

BUENOS AIRES, June 12—(#)—The Argentine Ministry of 
Education ordered 2,000 striking students to return to their 
classes immediately Tuesday or be demoted one year. 

The students walked out of classes Monday, demanding that 
police produce Mario Ernesto Bravo, a Buenos Aires University 
student who had been missing 26 days. 

The strikers said Bravo was held by the police. 

The education ministry called the strike a Communist- 
inspired plot to disrupt the educational system and that Bravo 
actually was being hidden by Communists. 

It said Bravo is leader of the Communist party youth move- 
ment and that his disappearance was a hoax which had been 
planned by party leaders for two months.

Regardless of the political implications 
—and they undoubtedly are there—Mr. 
Truman’s appointment of Judge Harold R. 
Medina to the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New York and Thomas F. Murphy to suc- 
ceed him on the District Court bench will 
meet the hearty approval of the country 
at large. 

The public has deep respect and ad- 
miration for both, and the feeling is espe- 
cially warm for Judge Medina in whose 
court the 11 Communist Party leaders were 
convicted almost two years ago. It was a 
long and torttious trial, with attorneys for 
the Communists, and the defendants them- 
selves, using every trick and subterfuge to 
force the judge to lose his temper and give 
grounds for a mistrial. But Judge Medina 
never lost his composure or his judicial 
bearing. It was a marvelous exhibition of 
self-control and a worldwide example of 
the fairness of the American system of 
jurisprudence. Only a short time ago the 
United States Supreme Court upheld the 
conviction. 

Mr. Murphy was the prosecutor of 
Alger Hiss. His dogged determination to 
pursue every clue to its source and his 
skillful handling of the evidence resulted 
in Hiss’ conviction, which also has been 
upheld by the highest court. 


Let Mr. Redwine Act 


It is a good omen that State Revenue 
Commissioner Charlie Redwine is maintain- 
ing an open mind on the recommendation 
of the Fulton County grand jury that liq- 
uor price-fixing be stopped. 

If Mr. Redwine will look into all the 
facts it is hard to believe he can escape 
the conclusion that price-fixing is an evil 
which is hardly compatible with a free 
economy. It is difficult to Justify in any 
case. 


There was pressure on the President to 
name Lloyd Paul.Striker, defender of Hiss 
in the first trial which resulted in a hung 
jury, to the district court vacancy created 
by the promotion of Judge Medina. And 
therein lie the political implications which 
some insist point to the probability of Mr. 
Truman’s running again for the presidency 
and which others believe only mean the 
Chief Executive wants to be in a stronger 
position to determine the choice of the 
Democratic Party candidate. Still others 
would confine the political side of the ap- 
pointments to New York State. 

The decision not to appoint Striker but 
to name instead a jurist and a prosecutor 
with such outstanding records against 
Communists is taken in some quarters to 
mean the administration was anxious to 
relieve itself of any charges that it had 
tendencies which could be tied up with 
Communism. That will mean a stronger 
appeal to the electorate, probably nation- 
ally but most certainly in New York State 
where the Republicans now are in con- 
trol. 

Obviously Mr. Truman did not rule out 
considerations in the appointments. But 
the overriding fact of the moment is that 
both are excellent appointments which the 
public heartily approves. 


Moreover, if the Revenue department 
would allow prices to seek their natural 
level there would be fewer liquor stores, 
less pressure for licenses and an easing of 
the control problem. That-is true because 
the present price-fixing practice practi- 
cally assures any operator that he will 
make a profit. 

The grand jury is to be congratulated 
for its forceful presentation of the case. 
Let Mr. Redwine act. 


Grain for India--Better Late Than Never 


Congressional approval of the grain-for- 
India bill came late but in the case of a 
threatened famine it is better late than 
never. . 

Millions of lives are at stake and ordi- 
narily that would be a signal for quick and 
generous assistance by this country. The 
Indian situation, however, was complicated 
by the tactless and inconsistent shifts of 
Prime Minister Nehru which brought on 
heated debate and needless delay in Con- 
"gress. 

The question finally, and properly, re- 
solved itself down to a humanitarian one. 
That is the principle which always has 


suided this country in coming to the re- 
lief of our friends abroad and it is good 
to know that it continues. 

Moreover, the bill as approved—and it 
surely will be signed by the President— 
does not contain provisions suggested by 
some which would be obnoxious to a young 
and proud nation regardless of its. need. 
This country will lend India the money 
to buy the needed grain, $190,000,000 worth 
of it, but there is little expectation here or 
in New Delhi that the loan ever will be re- 
paid. The good it will bring, however, 
may be worth many times that in the 
future. 


Deserved Honor for Spright Dowell 


» In naming the proposed new college 
of education for Dr. Spright Dowell, Mer- 
cer University trustees have paid a fit- 
ting and deserved honor to Mercer’s 
president. 

Dr. Dowell has been head of Mercer 
University since 1928. At that time there 
were only a few hundred students. Build- 
ings and facilities were inadequate. To- 
day, modern structures are all about and 
other physical facilities are greatly im- 
proved. The record of Mercer’s graduates 


proves the high quality of its instruction. 

It is largely due to Dr. Dowell’s vision, 
ability and leadership that the institution 
has reached its present enviable level 
among universities of the South and 
nation. 

That the new school of education will 
be named for one who has done so much 
for Christian education means Georgians 
will be even more ready in their response 
to the endowment drive which begins in 
the fall.

| as the threat of socialized medicine is now 

dispelled, the AMA is dropping the four-million-dollar “public 
education campaign” which it began three years ago. 


Congratulations, doc! On calling off that so-called “educa- 
tion” campaign, I mean. Some of its aspects were pretty awful. 
That business of offering cash prizes to the writers of the best 
newspaper editorials against socialized medicine, for instance. 
How clumsy can you get? 


But don’t kid yourself, doc, about the threat—and I use the 
word with the same connotation as you do—of socialized medicine 
being dispelled. If anything, I expect the American people are 
more receptive to the idea of socialized medicine today than they 
were when you began your high-powered “public education cam- 
paign,” although not necessarily because of it. 


The threat of socialized medicine will continue so long as 
panicky parents whose kids cry out in the night are told brusquely 
to call the office in the morning for an appointment. 


The threat of socialized medicine will be with us so long as 
hospitals require a week’s payment in advance, so long as recep- 
tionists show a greater interest in a patient’s solvency than his 
symptoms. 


| The threat of socialized medicine will be a real one so long 
as doctors live in the fanciest houses and drive the biggest auto- 
mobiles in underdoctored towns; so long as intelligent young- 
sters, eager to serve humanity, are turned away from medical 
schools with the explanation: “Sorry, we’ve got 10 times as many 
applicants as our limited facilities provide for.”

I realize, of course, that there are many of these things for 
which doctors cannot reasonably be held responsible. But a man 
with a stricken child or a suffering wife or a piercing pain in 
his abdomen is not going to stop to reason. Men act without 
thinking when they or their loved ones are hungry ... or when 
they or their loved ones are sick. Hunger brings on revolutions 
and, while we’ve never had any widespread starvation in this 
country, we are having lots of sickness. 


Don’t get me wrong, doc. I’m on your side. Some of my best 
friends are doctors ... or at least were until this morning. I just 
think it’s time you... and they... woke up to what the score is.

Dean Acheson 
Confounds Crities 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Acheson 
has acquitted himself admirably in his prolonged 
appearance before the Senate Far Eastern policy 

investigating committee. Few public officials of our time have been 
subjected to the ordeal he went through during the week he spent 
on the witness stand. 


Republicans had been honing their knives for him from the 
start.. He was the choice morsel that had been reserved for the 
last. Long the whipping boy of the Administration, his appearance 
before the committee was to be the signal for slaughter. His critics 
had hoped to lay at his feet the blame for all the flaws in our 
foreign policy. 

But Mr. Acheson has apparently confounded his critics. No one 
can deny that he came through the ordeal with flying colors. 
When they sought to pin on him some hidden sympathy for the 
Chinese Communist regime, which was supposed to be contained 
in the confidential State Department document on Formosa, he re- 
vealed that the original idea for the document had come from Lt. 
Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, one of the heroes of the critical group. 
Likewise, he was able to show that General Douglas MacArthur 
himself had approved efforts to bring about unity beween the 
Chinese Communists and the Nationalist forces of Chiang Kai-shek. 
This was something Mr. Acheson’s maligners have sought to at- 


tribute to him. 

Clear His enunciation of our whole complex Far Eastern policy 
was so clear that it has been recommended as textbook 

material for future historians. More than once he silenced his 

critics with an explanation of events that left no room for a reply. 

The lions who were to tear him apart in his testimony before the 

committee were reduced to lambs by the cold logic of his words. 


All of this may have a pointed bearing on the length of Mr. 
Acheson’s stay in the Cabinet. Under constant fire almost from 
the start, there must have been many times when he would have 
preferred to give up his official role and return to the lucrative 
law practice he was able to command in private life. After several 
years in the Cabinet the office could offer him little more in pres- 
tige. Having commanded fees aggregating more than $100,000 a 
year, he has been serving at a definite sacrifice. 


No man likes to be the target he has in public office, and 
Mr. Acheson probably would have stepped out of it long before 
now but for two things. In the first place, President Truman, 
appreciative of the good job his Secretary of State has done under 
conditions that would have taxed the capacities of any ordinary 
man, would not consent for him to go. In the second place, he 
would hardly want to quit under fire. 


The feeling is quite general in Washington that, despite the 
President’s insistence that he remain on, he would have quit some 
time go, if his critics had given him a chance. That chance may 
now be provided, notwithsfanding his critics. For the showing he 
made before the Senate committee enabled him to wind up his 
testimony in a flash of glory. 


Democrats Many Democrats have joined the chorus of criti- 
cism against the Secretary, chiefly on the grounds 
he has pnecome a political liability. Looking ahead to next year’s 
elections, these party members do not want to enter the campaign 
with Mr. Acheson as an issue. This has added to his troubles. 


It would not be too surprising, therefore, to see the No. l 
Cabinet officer resign his post at some convenient date in the near 
future. Senator Paul Douglas, Democrat of Illinois and a fair- 
minded man, has summed up the situation by saying there is a 
price beyond which a public official refuses to pay in remaining 
in office. 

Whom the President Will replace him with, when and if he goes, 
is still a matter of speculation. Some think he may turn to an out- 
standing Republican in an effort to restore the bipartisan foreign 
policy which existed up to a few years ago. Others think this 
would be a futile gesture, however, with little to be accomplished 
from it. It will be for Mr. Truman to decide.

A Great Chance for Education 


WASHINGTON—A bold challenge to Congress, to educators and to parents is 
offered in the proposal sponsored by 11 senators to devote royalties from tidelands 
oil to public education for the benefit of the entire nation. These would go to all 


schools, from primary grades through -olleges. 


Considerable public pressure must 


be applied to Congress, and promptly, if this very worthwhile project is to be 
realized. For at this very time powerful oil interests and three rich coastal oil 


states are again active to get Congress to turn the tidal oil lands back to the states. 


This would 


negate U. S. Supreme Court decisions in the cases of the three states—Texas, California and Lou- 
isiana—which held these lands part of the public domain belonging to all the people. How great is 


the threat has been revealed once already by pas- 
sage of a state-control measure by Congress, 
which was blocked only by President Truman’s 
veto. 

Recently Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn 
of Texas threw his weight behind state control 
and demanded action, while champions of fed- 
eral jurisdiction got a setback in the Senate 
interior and insular affairs committee. 


The three states want to reserve oil reve- 
nues from their coastal lands exclusively for 
themselves for educational purposes, and this 
would apply also in other coastal states 
where oil might be discovered later. The 
interest of oil companies is that they count 
upon more generous terms for themselves 
for exploitation of tidelands oil resources 
from state governments as that has been the 
experience hitherto where natural resources 
are the stakes. 


In a recent speech urging use of royalties for 
education for all children in the country and not 
just those who happened to be born “next door 
to the oil deposits,” Senator Hill (Dem., Ala.), 
one of the sponsors, pointed out that great treas- 
ure for the nation in tidelands oil. He cited 
estimates by the U. S. Geological Survey that 
there are 15,000,000,000 barrels of oil in the 
Texas, California and Louisiana coastal shelf 
which, at $2.70 a barrel, would mean $45,500,- 
000,000, out of which education might get funds 
on a royalty percentage paid to the U. S. treasury. 

Stressing the recognized deplorable state of 
educational facilities today, he expressed the hope 
that our people will not miss this opportunity to 
apply their commonly owned oil resources to edu- 
cation as they failed to do on a bigger scale over 
100 years ago when John Quincy Adams, Presi- 
dent and House member, sought to devote public 
lands to education. This was subsequently re- 
paired to some degree in the Morrill Act of the 
Abraham Lincoln administration providing for 
land grants to establish land-grant colleges. This 
is a precedent, among many others, for the cur- 
rent proposal. 

Others sponsoring it are Senators Douglas 


(Ill.), Benton (Conn.), Neely (W. Va.), Spark- 
man (Ala.), Kefauver (Tenn.), Chavez (N. M.), 
Humphrey (Minn.), Hennings (Mo.), Democrats, 
and Morse (Ore.) and Tobey (N. H.), Repub- 
licans. 

The project is in the form of an amendment 
to the O’Mahoney-Anderson bill in the Senate 
interior and insular affairs committee that recog- 
nizes federal jurisdiction and provides for in- 
terim development until jurisdiction finally is 
settled by Congress. This measure, once approved 
by the committee, recently was defeated by a 
change of one vote and a state-control measure 
sponsored by Senator Long (Dem., La.) was 
substituted. The latter is pending in the come 
mittee. 

The amendment sponsored by the 11 senators 
would dedicate tidal oil royalties to education 
for the whole nation and set up a national ad- 
visory council on grants in aid of education to 
work out a plan for utilizing the royalties which 
would be reported to the President for submis- 
sion to Congress. 


The council would consist of 12 persons 
experienced in education and/or public ad- 
ministration, four each to be appointed by 
the President, speaker of the House and 
president pro tem of the Senate. 


During the national emergency the royalties 
would be used to defray special national defense 
expenses as specified by Congress, in relief of 
the taxpayer, and forever afterward to educa- 
tion. The royalties would not be a substitute 
for present regular appropriations for education, 
but in addition.. Senator Hill explained that the 
royalties accruing to the federal] treasury for 
education necessarily might vary from year to 
year, depending upon a number of circumstances. 

Recognizing the campaign by big oil com- 
panies for state control, he appealed to them to 
seize this opportunity to become “business states- 
men” and suggested that in this education pro- 
posal they could achieve public ‘good will that 
would be “a happy insurance policy” that what 
has- happened in Iran would never happen hére 


KNOW YOUR: GEORGIA 


We've Come a 


Following the Civil War, the State of Geor- 
gia faced a new and serious problem. The 
number of crimes committed jumped to a rec- 
ord high, due to the misuse of their new free- 
dom by the ex-slaves and the influx of ad- 
venturers and criminals. The state, practically 
in bankruptcy due to its assets having been 
wiped out by war and the rule of Reconstruc- 
tion days, could not afford to operate a penal 
system of the necessary magnitude to handle 
the situation. In 1866, it was decided to lease 
the convicts to individuals and to commercial 
‘companies. The state attempted to safeguard 
the care and treatment of the prisoners, but 
this soon proved to be impossible. The men 
were put to work in mines, building railroads,

lumbering and other forms of hard labor. For 
16 hours of their sweat and toil the state re- 
ceived only about 30 cents per man, yet great 
personal fortunes were founded on the “blood 
money” produced by this convict labor. The 
use of the lash was not prohibited and the 
type of operator chosen to oversee the work 
was usually unfit to have such far-reaching 
authority over human beings. The clamor for 
reform reached such proportions by 1908 that 
the lease system was abolished and the chain 
gang substituted. This in turn gave way to the 
present penal system with the model State 
Prison at Reidsville as the hub of a humane 
attempt to reform instead of punish the 
criminals. Truly, we’ve come a long way.

That Awful Day in Court 


As an old courthouse reporter, we have through the years evolved a great 
respect and considerable affection for the processes of the law. We have come to 
feel as much at home in a courtroom as in the newsroom of a newspaper and per- 
haps more at home than in a friend’s living room. We like lawyers and judges | 
and the picturesque, faintly archaic language of the law. We are always surprised 
and vaguely disturbed when we run into an occasional layman who is not convinced 

that the purpose of al]l trials is to determine the truth and the purpose of all courts to administer 
justice. Naturally, feeling that way, we have never considered it a particular hardship to be caMed 
as a witness in court—aside from the possible embarrassment of having your testimony used for-or 


against people with whom you may or may not 
sympathize. By the very nature of their work, 
newspaper reporters frequently witness things 
that are later at issue in court and it is often 
necessary for any newspaper reporter to take the 
stand and tell what he heard or saw. We said 
we didn’t mind—and we didn’t until the other 
day. 7 

The other day we got a summons to appear 
at court in Mobile County, Ala. It was one of 
those long drawn out property cases that never 
make good reading in the newspapers, but some- 
times keep judges and juries busy for years. 
It was necessary for us and other members of the 
family to appear to testify and we were the one, 
we felt, to reassure more timid members of the 
family. 


“Don’t give it a thought,” we said. “All you 
have to do is tell the truth.” 


The children’s grandmother, Muv, who is 
afraid of few things above the earth or be- 
low, rubbed a finger over the lawyer’s sta- 
tionery to see if it were engraved or printed 
and said in a quavering voice: “What truth? 
Truth’s so funny. It depends on which one 
you’re looking for—and you can go if you 
want to, but I’m scared to death!” :

Sup- 
pose, caught up in blind terror, we started 
lying? We twined our arms around our knees 
to keep them from knocking. The hearing 
got under way in a fog. Suddenly we realized 
our sainted mother was headed for the wit- 
ness stand. We looked at her and our mouth 
fell open.

In fascinated horror, we watched as she took 
the stand, we strained to hear her testimony 
and then, almost before it had begun, it was 
over. The judge was leaving the room and the 
lawyer was grinning at all of us. 

“Thank you for coming,” he was saying. “But 
aren’t you going to put me on the stand?” we 
burbled. . 

The lawyer’s smile was tinged with compas- 
sion. “No,” he said. “You were so frightened— 
and your mother covered the ground admirably.”

Fraulein Eve Richter, of Hes- 
sen, Germany, was in the city 
Tuesday, chatting in excellent 
English with a group of At- 
lanta women. She learned it by 
reading American mystery 
novels. 

“Your mysteries are so excit- 
ing, so much more so than a 
regular school book, that it’s 
the fastest and best way<o learn 
your language,” she said. “Why 
I’d become bored -with study, 
but a mystery—that’s different, 
I can’t put it down until I’ve 
finished.” 


The tall slender blond Ger- 
man is in the states on the cul- 
tural exchange plan of the U. S. 
State Department, and under the 
sponsorship of the United Coun- 
cil of Church Women. She is a 
music and _ political science 
teacher in Hessen and does edu- 
cational reform work on the 
staff of the U. S. High Com- 
missioner John J. McCloy in 
Frankfurt. She also takes part 
in Voice of America broadcasts. 


From a more serious theme, 
Fraulein Richter spoke of wom- 
ens’ status in Germany as fol- 
lows: 


“A woman is expected to do — 


the same work as a man, but 
she does not receive equal pay, 
except in the teaching profes- 
sion. All jobs are given men, 
and what is left goes to women. 
We are led to believe in Ger- 
many that the American women 
never have any house work to 
do! But now I understand: It 
is the many easy-to-work things 
in the homes here.” 


One of the special features 
of her visit to America is to 
study the Negro situation, in 
order to report to her native 
Germany on existing conditions. 
She says that the only Negroes 
in Germany are the American 
troops. Her report of the situ- 
ation here is that the South 
is far more kind to this race 
than other sections of the na- 
tion. 


Regarding a recent dispatch 
from Berlin to the effect that 
many German women’s groups 
had demanded of their govern- 
ment the privilege of bearing 
legal children out of wedlock, 
to compensate for the shortage 
of German men. drew this com- 
ment from the Fraulein: 

“It is not religious to bear 
children this way. It is what 
women did when Hitler was 
coming into power. It could 
mean another war. It is bad.”

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Atlanta Realtors Report 
Low Rate of GI Defaults 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
Atlanta builders Tuesday reported an unusually low 
rate of defaults on GI housing loans in this area. 


At the same time, they said 
that stringent credit restrictions 
imposed last October are begin- 
ning at last to slow-down the 
building of new houses in the 
Atlanta area. They foresee no help 
for this situation until Congress 
passes new regulations to encour- 
age home building. 

L. E. Boggs, of Boggs & L’Engle, 
contractors, said that his firm had 
built more than 350 houses under 
the GI loan bill and so far hasn’t! 
had a single default on a sale. 

“When Regulation X went into 
effect last October,” said Boggs, 
“we had approval to build 72 
houses and have finished all ex- 
cept eight of them. Under the GI 
loan bill, these houses are selling 
for $8,350 and the loans do not 
come under the new regulations.
